Profitable to See it le Not Contam|- 
nated With Filth. To 

There are millions of little pigs | 
throughout the country making their. 
own way in the world. ‘ven before | 
weaning time the average pig ought , 
to be handied so that he will become | 
A goed enter. 

He should be encouraged to take bis . 
Place at the trough just as. soon as! 
possible, and it is not too ‘early to ex. | 
pect little pigs to line up for a ration 
of slop at the age of three or four 
weeks, 

This, by the way, is a critical time 
In the life of a pig, because, as a rnie, 
during the spring months there is 
abundance of mud around the quar- 
tera with which to contaminate bis 
grain ration, and this leads us to suy 
that it will pay every swine rairer to | 
take special precaution to keep the | 
swine troughs from being coutaminat- | 
ed with filth. | 

Where a good, dry feeding floor ts 
hot avaliable, then a troigh should be 
designed wo that the older hogs will 
be compelled to eat without putting 
their feet in the trough. 

Any ordinary hog trough with a 
plank placed on edge of the ¢rough and 
held-in piac® by end pieces will answer 
the purpowe reasonably well, though 
thore who frre ingeniously inclined may 
carry the matter further and make 
partitions in the trough eight or ten 
inches apart, so that the mature hogs

HUNTING FOR TITLES, 


New British Peers Are Having Trou- 
bles Over Thel® Names. 


The seven new English peers 
on the birthday honor list by King | 
George ire having trouble.in picking | 
their titles. They ag | choose their | 
own titles unless they infringe on the | 
accepted rules; otherwise the crown | 
will, in diplomatic language, com- | 
mand the new peers to guess agaiti.

The first rule is that-after a title ha® 
once been held by a member of the | 
royal family it will never afterward 
be bestowed on a subject not of the 
blood royal. | 

The second rule is that no peer rank 
ing below an earl can choose for his 
title the name of a county or a county 
town. There are a number of countie- 


vacant, including Flint, Merioneth 
Banff, Clackmannan, Dumbarton, 
Kirkcudbright, Monaghan and Ros- | 
common. 


The next rule is that when a cer- 
tain designation once has been uaed 
for a peerage, even if that peerage has 
long been extinct, the title will not be 
renewed for a peerage of lower de- | 
gree. It was not until Lord Hawkes- | 
bury, for instance, had been raised to | 
an earldom that the designation, of | 
Liverpool was revived. 

Another rule is that, where a former 
peerage is in abeyfince or under at- 
tainder the title of it shall not: be | 


the heir, because there is always the 
chance the attainder may be reversed. 
Lord Leith of Fyvie desired to be cre- 
ated Lord Fyvie, but the old peerage 
of that name, now under attainder | 
stood in the way. 

If a new peer desires to take his sur- 
name as his title he may do so, no 
matter how twnany other living peers of 
the same name there rnay be. Thus | 
Lord Russell of Killowen was so cre- 
ated, although there was already an 
Earl Russell. 

There are now living three Lords | 
Boyle, Bruce, Douglass, Hay, Herbert 
and Hill, four Lords Grey and five 
Lord Villiers, no objection will be 
raised by the King if Sir J. de Vil-/ 
liers chooses to become Lord Villiers | 

To choose a territorial title the peer 
must show a reason, as ownership of 
the land. A manor title cannot be 
chosen unless the new''peer owns the 
manor itself. W. D. Mackenzie, who 
owns the manor of Thetford,.preveut- 
edt by protest, the conferring of the 
title of Lord Thetford on the subiect 
who is now Lord Fisher. Lord Michel- 
son bourht the manor of Michelson to 
qualify for his title. 

Where a manor has been unfran- | 
chised or ownership of a manor town | 
svlit up the representative of that | 
place in Parliament. has the right to | 
select the name for a title.

LATE WM. RENNIE PIONEERED 
IN PROGESSIVE METHODS. 


The Widely Known Seedsman, Whe 
Died Recently, Was Born tn Scar- 
boro and Made the Refinie Home- 
stead One of the Famous Farms of 
Canada—He Was a Great Admirer 
of Clydesdale Horses. 

In the death of William Rennie 
one of the best known pioneer farm- 


ers, seedsmen and agriculturists of 
Canada has passed away. Thé de-

on May 23 he received a stroke of 
paralysis; after which he declined 
eteadily until his demise.

In 
1860 he started farming for hitself 
on the second. comsession of Mark- 
ham, near Richmend Hill, but im 


| 1870 he moved to Toronto and estab- 


lished the seed business which has 
developed to such a wonderful extent. 
and which has made the name of 
Rennie a familiar one throughout.

The business is now one of 
the largest of its kind in the Domin- 
ion and has branches in Montreal, 
Winnipeg and Vancouver. 


LATE WILLIAM RENNIE. 

In 1884 Mr. Rennie was awarded 
the silver medal for the best man- 
aged farm in the province, while his 
brother Simpson won-the gold medal. 
The reunions at the Rennie farm are 


quite famous and have frequently 
brought together over a thousand 
leading agriculturists. Mr. Rennie 
was a great admirer of Clydesdale 
horses and imported a large number 
every year from Scotland and experts 
say that no better animals were ever 
into Canada of that class. 
In 1889 Mr. Rennie retired from ac- 
tive business operations, leaving con- 
trol in the hands of his sons who are 
so ably carrying on the good work 
commenced by the father. In 189% 
Hon. Mr. Dryden, then Minister of

SOUTH AFRICA’S PROBLEM. | 
| 
Premier’s Release of Dinizulu Marks 
a New Era In the History of South , 
Africa—Despite His Cause to Hate , 
the Zulus Louis Botha Has Com- 
menced His Regime With an Act | 


of Clemency. 


The initial act of clemency exer- | 
cised by the Botha Ministry at South | 
Africa was the release of Dinizulu, | 
son’ of Cetawayo, late paramount | 
chief of the Zulu nation, who was 
recéntly convicted of fomenting rebel- 
ion. Customary as it is upon the 
inauguration of a new reign to par- 
don political prisoners and others 

ilty of minor offences, the action of 
rime Minister Botha and his Cabi- | 
net in releasing Dihizulu and then | 
bestowing upon him a pension of 
$2,500 per annum during his good 
behavior, is one’ of those things 
which members of Aboriginal Protec- 
tive’ Societies never would have be- 
lieved of former Boer léaders. No 
doubt it was done advisedly. To a 
certainty the new regime at South 
Africa is confident .of its ability to 
make the grotesque figure officially 
representing the Zulu people—the 
Royal Zulus—amenable to reasn. 
To indunak, or subordinate chiefs, 
Dinizilu will doubtless continue to 
be hailed as Bayete !—their king—but 
to these controlling the destinies .cf | 
the white residents of South Africa, | 
he will be a superannuated person 
impotent for mischief and inconse- 
quential in his influences upon the 
black races. 

Without the assistance of Gen. 
Botha and his contemporaries, Dini- 
zulu never would have attained to | 
pre-eminence as the successor of 
King Cetewayo, after the latter’s cap- | 
ture and exile. A fratricidal war en- 
sued upon the removal of Cetewayo, 
his two sons, Dinizulu and Sebepu, 
each claiming priority. Their re- 
respective impis engaged in warfare, 
such as the African races alone are 
capable of in point of savagery. Zulu- 
land is rugged and its bush is adapt- 
ed to stratagems peculiar to those 
peoples. It was nip and tuck as be- | 
tween Sebepu and Dinizulu until the 
latter conceived the idea of enlisting 
Boers under Botha, Lukas, Maver 
and others, in his behalf. In_ this 
Dinizulu displayed his cunning. He 
realized the Boers had trounced his 
followers on -®rious occasions, and 
he made a bargain by which those 
wno supported him should have the 
right to select farms in northern 
Zululand. 

Several hundred Boers took advan- 
tage of Dinizulu’s terms. They stipv- 
lated that Dinizulu’s impis should 
lead in all attacks, and when the 
Zulus “got busy” with their assagais 
and were carving each other, the

When Auctioneers Sell by Hour-Glass | 


and Candle. 
The English property market is in 


such a bad way that a well-known | 
firm of London auctioneers have re- | 


cently tried selling by Dutch auc- 
tion. 


This auction is the exact reverse 


of the ordinary English method. In- 
stead of starting at a small price, and 
running up the bids, the auctioneer 
begins by putting up the property at 
the highest possible price, and then 
lowering it until someone makes a 
bid, when it is at once knocked down. 

One of the most ancient forms. of 
auction is “sale by candle.” This 
still exists in a good many out-of-the- 
It was 
the great King Alfred who is said to 
have invented the method of measur- 


ing time by candles, and one place | 


where his memory is still kept green 
is Aldermaston, a quaint, old-world 
village near Reading. 

Aldermaston possesses a field known 
as the “‘Churchwardens’ acre,” which 
is let each year to the highest bidder 
by candle auction. 
dens meet in the vestry, and measure 
off a certain length of candle, which 
represents an allotted time. Then 


the candle is lighted, and bids are | 


received until it goes out, the last 
bidder becoming tenant for the year. 

Pepys, in his diary, records the 
sale of two ships by the candle 
method. So keen was the competi- 
tion that he says, ‘‘We have much to 
do to tell who did cry last.” 

Bidding by sand-glass is still more 
ancient than that by candle. It is 
now almost extinct, but still sur- 
vives in the Somerset town of Chard 
in connection with the annual letting 


| of the market tolls.. A sand-glass is 


placed upon the table, and at a given 
point in the proceedings is turried 
over. As the sand runs down bids 


are taken, the last bidder before the’ 


sand is all run down becoming the 
lessee for the ensuing year. 

A field known as the White Bread 
Meadow, at Bourne, in Lincolnshire, 
is let by auction annually. The auc- 
tioneer takes his stand upon a bridge 
in the Eastgate, and as each bid is 
made a boy is started to run to a, cer- 
tain public house, and so long as the 
last boy has not returned the bids 
contmue. The last bid which is un-
